has neceffarily been expended in pulling 
down, or repairing- what was- done 
infufficiently, > previoufly to the year 
1803.

It is well known that the prefident’s 


sor

- hopfe was inhabited before it was fnifh- 


‘ed: and that it fill remains in a ftate 
fo far from completion, as to want many 


_ of thofe accommodations, which are 


thought indifpenfible i in the ‘dwelling of 
a- private citizen. Of all the incorive- 
“nienees attending the houfe, the greateft 
‘was the leakine{s of the roof, which has 
‘indeed never been tight... The raia wa- 
ter which entered the building in every 
“part, had injured. the furniture excecd- 
ingly, and ruined many-of the ceilings. 
“This important defect. arofe from two 


- principal caufes; the very injudicious 


- manner in which. the gutters and. the 


` its way into the building: 


troughs conveying the water to the cif- 
tern were conftructed ; and the badnefs 
of the. flating. 

The gutters are of lead. The fheets 
were foldered together ; the fall or cur- 
rent of thegutters was much too fmall z 
the openings in the roof through which 
the water paffed into tlie troughs, were 
fo contracted, as to be incapable of dil- 
charging the. water of a moderate rain, 
confequently it overflowed, and found! 
the troughs 
vere of boards lined with lead, foldered 
atthe joints, and laid with a very little 
current, and-all the lead was offbad 
quality and badly caft.. All and each

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gutcers and-troughs. It requires very 
lictle theory or experience, to know that, 
wherever folder is ufed in leaden gutters; 
leakage is inevitable. In water cifterns 
and pipes, folder is neceflary, and the 
{joints made with it are found’ perma- 
nent, the temperature of the water they 
contain nat being fubject to great varia- 
tion Butin guers and flates, alter- 
nately expofed to the fchorching fun, and 
to fevere froii, the ufe of folder is every 
where inadmiflible, but peculiarly fo in 
our climate. It is befices very expen- 
live, and in. no well conftructed build- 
ing is it neceflary. In the prefident’s 
houfe five feet of additional current was: 
eafily procured, and-by that means the 
new gutters were laid without folder, 
and with proper grovitigs and drips, 

The firft part of the feafon was fo un- 
commonly wet, that no very early mea- 
fures could be taken," to make a thọrough 
repair of the roof.—The attempts: at 
temporary repair, made with a view. tọ 
fave the furniture and ceilings of the 
houfe, did not fueceéd, and tended am 


|to prove the neceflity of a comple 


teration of the whole fy{tem of gutter- 
ing, and of providing new lead for the 
whole building. Such a general repair 
is always troublefome and difficult, and 
was much more expenfive than it wouid 
have been to have executed the work 
right at firt. It is now finifhed, and 
the roof is free from leaks. It will, I 
have no doubt, remain fo. 

The fecond caufe ef leakage was the 
flating. The quality of the flates was 
bad: but. their fize, efpecially towards 


bad quality. Fhe upper couries, for a 
confiderable diftance down the roof, did 
not fhew more than from two to two 
and an half inches in width; and a large 
majority of thefe flates, wcre only from 
one and an half to three inches in 
breadth. Slated roofs are always diffi. 
cult to repair: but fach a roof could 
not be repaired at all: and there were 
alfa other reafons, which rendered it 
neceflary, at all.events, to remove fo 
heavy a covering. as flare, 

I am uninformed why the particuiar 
mode of conftruétion, which renders 
this roof fo heavy and fo high, was a- 
dopted. ‘If ftrength was. propofed, ca- 
pable of bearing a covering of {late taid 
with mortar, it hag net been attained, 
for the framing has every where given 
way, and.at the eaftern end of the honfe, 
where there are no internal walls, it has 
failed fo much, as to force out both the 
front and the back walls very confidera- 
bly. It appeared therefore neceflary, in 
the firft place, to fecure the timbers, as 
well as the walls, by {trong ties af iron 3 
which being fixed, both are now perfcét- 
ly fafe. In the next place, it became 
highly proper to take off the load of flate 
and mortar, even had they not leaked ; 
for they feemed to be the principal caufe 
of the failure of the framing. In the 


‘covering which was to fupply the place 


of the flate, lightaefs.was the principal 
requifite ; but fafety from fire, and eco- 
nomy, were alfo neceffary confiderazions. 


- | Shingles and tiles were therefore out of 
the quettion, as well as lead $ and the 


choice was confined to copper, tin, and 
painted fheetiron, - Of thefe, theet iron 
was by far the cheapeft, and with a little 
attention to its painting, quite as per- 
manent as the two former. 100 feet 
fuperficial of- flating in mortar, weighs 
about 15 cwt.—of fheet iron, exactly 
147lb. So that «the building—the roof 
containing 12,600 fuperfictalfeet—could 
be relieved of a weight of about 82 tons. 
Thefe reafons induced the adoption of a 
fheet iron roof, whieh has secorAuigi 
beex puton, 

The repair, or rather the total renew- 
al of the roof of the vrefident’s houfe, 
forms the principal part of the expence 
of this building for the feafon. It has’ 
however been further requifite, to make 
a new drain from the houfe,. of fuck di- 
menfions and conftruction, ‘as to prevent 
it from being filled-up as before, and the 
building from being flooded from the 
circumjaeent grounds. The cok of this 
improvement, and the finifhing of onc 
of the chamber apartments in the fecond. 
ftory, bears a {mall proportion to the]t 
former fum. 

2. THE CAPITOL. 

In my former reports, to you, I ftated 

the propriety of reconfidering the plan

Another caufe of delay in preparation, 
and an important onë, was the late’ pe- 
riod at which the appropriation was 
made. The extreme wetnefs of the be- 
ginning of the feafen, and the floods 
which filled up fome of the quarrics, 
and retarded the working of others, af: 
terwatds operated mach againit the pro- 
prefs of the buildings and threw great 
difficulties in our way. After the ‘work 
had begun, we were- again intetrupred 


at one time, threatened, by depriving us 
of many of our belt workmen, to puta 
ftop to the work. 

Under all thefe inconveniences, and 
others arifing froni the nature of the 
building itfelf, the wotk has been carried 
on. The belt modet proceeding would 
undoubtedly have been; to have carried 
up the interior with the- exterior walls 
But.the former building: food within the 
area of the wing. the external walls 
been fuffered to remain-on the level at 
which the work was clofediat the end 
of the year 1803, till the inner building 
could be removed, and the internal wall 
catiried up, little progrefs could have 
been made in the former, during” the 
qrefent feafon, and the ftone-cutters 
would have been idle. It was therefore 
thought belt, to carry up all the external 
walis by themfelves, thereby forwarding 
the more flow progrefs of the orna- 
mental workin free-ftone, and tocon 
ftruct them in fuch a manner, as to pre: 
pare for good bond with the interior 
work, and for the fupport of the vaults 
the preflure of which they will be re 
quired to refit. Thus has the work been 
raifed to the level.of the felles of the 
attic windows externally, and by far the 
moft tedious and expeniive part of the 
work in free {tone has been completed; 
excepting the cornice, and the capitals 
of the pilafters. Of the cornice a large 
portion is.alfo wrought, and of the 3a 
capitals 16 are finifhed. 

OFf the interior parts of the building, 
all the foundations are laid, and brought 
up to the floor of the cellar ftory on the 
north fide, and although they do nof ap 
pear to view, the work done in them is 
very confiderable, The whole fouth 


half of the cellar ftory is vaulted, and) 


ready to receive the walls-of the bafe- 
ment or office ftory. 

Preparations to-a very great extent 
have already been made in order to pro- 
ceed vigoroufly with the building, as 
foon asthe will of the national legifla- 
ture {hall be known -to that effect; and 
the feafon. will permit. All the free 
tone for the external walla, entablature, 
and balluftrade is provided; ~and the 
greater part of it on the {pot. -For the 
internal colonnade; all the ftone is or- 
dered, moft of it is quaried, and much 
of it already brought to the building. 
Early in the feafon the public quarry on 
the sfland in Acquia creek was opened, 
and much ufeful ftone -quarried ; and it 
would have been much to the advantage 
of the public, had the extent of the ap-. 
propriation permitted us to have profe- 
cuted the work.. But it was found, that 

to clear out the rubbifh of former work- 

ings, and to provide for the conveyance 
of the. ftone to. the water fide, although 
ultimately a meafure of economy, would 
have. made too large a deduction from 
the funds required to carry on the build 
ing itfelf, and contracts for tone with 
individuals was therefore preferred.

appropriations of 50,000 dallars each,

wing of the capitol. This eftimate was 
given onder ftatement of the extreme 
difficulty of eftimating a work of ‘this 
kind, . One. of thé appropriations of }: 
50,000 dollars has been granted, but 
from the detail of the ftatements'I here- 
in fubmit to you, it will appear, that the 

whole of it could not poffioly be made 
applicable to the attual ~progrefs of the. 
work. on the capitol.: 

Having thus endeavored correctly and’ 
minutely to report the progrefs of the: 
work on the public buildings, during 
the paft feafon, I now moft refpetfully 
fubmic to you all the views of the palt, 
and for the future, which the fads fug- 
get.

HIGH COURT or IMPEACHMENT. 


Wednesday, January 2; 1895, 
Mr: PRESIDENT, 

J appear,in obedience to 2 fummons 
from this honorable court, to aniwer ar- 
ticles of impeachment exhibited againft 
me, by the honorable, the houfe of re- 
prefentatives of the United States. 

To thefe articles, a copy of which was 
delivered to me with the fummons, I fay, 
Re that [have committed .no crime .or mif. 
| demeanor’ whatfover, for which I am 


X fubj-& to impeachment according to the 
fi confiitution R the United States. I de- 

$ ny, witha few exceptions, the acts with 
$ _ whichtTam charged; and fhal. contend, 
7 “hat all acts admitted to have been done 


- by me; were legal sand I deny, in every 
inftance; the- improper intentions with 
which the acts-charged, 2,2 aliedged to 
have been‘dane, and in which their fup. 

- poled criminality altogether coniilts- 

But in charges of fo henious a na! ore 
urged by. high an authority, a cpi 
denial is not tufficient. ` It behoves me. 
for the legai jaitification of my conduct 

and for the. vindication cf my charac- 
~ tern, to meet each charge with a full ane 
particular anfwer ; to explain and refute 
at length, every principie urged againit 
me ;.to {tate the evidence by which [am 
ta difprove every fact relied on in fup- 
port af. the accufation ; and to detail all 
` the fa&ts and arguments on which my 
defenceis to relt. The neceflity of an 
enfwer embracing all thefe objects in 
cafes of impeachment is obvious ; and 
the right to make it, is fecured by law 
and fanctioned by uniform praGtice. 
© Such an anfwer it is my intention to 
make. Itis my purpofe to fubmir the 
ewhole ground of my defence to the view 
of this herorable court, of my ccunrry, 
ef the world, and of thofe who are to 
- gondudt the profecution. So will my 
judges gome to the trial with that fui 
paa ledge, of the whole matter in dif- 
pute, which ts effential for erabling them 
to underftand and apply the teftimony 
and the arguments ; and the honorable 
managers wiil be better prepared, to re- 
fute fuch parts of. my detence, as they 
may think untenable. 

Bot in a cafe of this kind, where the 
accufation embraces fo great a variety of 
charges, of principles,: and of tacts, it 
is manifeft that preparing fuch an an- 
gwer, as I have a right to make and as 
my duty to myicif my family,my friends, 

aud my country req aires my hands, a 
eonficerable time mult be neceiliry. 

Many: of the „principles involved in 
this impeachment, are very important, 

“mot ogly to me, but to the liberties of 
every American citizen, and to the cauie 
of free government in general. Thefe 
„principles ought to be maturely confi 
‘dered, and clearly explained. They 
prefent a wide field of legal invettiga- 
tion; many of them require laborious 
and extenfive refearch, and although 
-fome of them have accompanied the prò- 
fecution from its commencement, and 
_ Have thus been for a confiderable time 
fudjected to my confideration ; fome, on 
the other hand, have been very recently 
introduced. 

Of this defcription is the principle 
whereon the gth and- 6th articles rell ; 
relative to the extent in which courts of 
the United States are to be governed, 
not only in their a@ecisions, but in their 
groceezings, by the ftate laws. A priu- 
ciple, which was not brqughi into view 
untila few weeks ago, and the explana- 
tien of which will require a careful con- 
fideration of the conduét and proceed- 

ings of the fupreme and circuit courts 
of the United Sthtes, from the firit ef- 
tablifhment of our federal fytem. 
~ The fame articles invalve the conftruc- 
tion of two. {tate laws of. Virginia, 
which I am charged with haying infring- 
ed in the.trial of Callender, which were 
not mentioned on -the trial, or during 
any of the introductory proceedings, and. 
of which I never heard un thefe arti 
cies were reported a few weeks ago, It 
' is manifest, thatin order to fix the true 
- Conitiy@ivu of theis laws, abuet which 


prepared for the trial ; 


> profefionak mef have differed in opi- 
nion, Fecou uit be had to the. deci- 
Gons of the courts of thag fate, as €x= 
piained by their records; or, in -cafe 


thole records fhould be flent, to the re-

men, accultomed to prefide or attend in 
the courts where thofe laws arz enforced. 
It is manifeft, that fuch an inveftigation 
{cannot be accomplifhed in a thort time, 

The fats on which this proefecution 
refts, except the laft article, are alledged 
to have taken place more than four years 
ago; fome of them at Philadelphia, 
iome at Wilmington, in the ftate of De- 
lawase, and fome at Richmond, in Vir- 
ginia. Thefe facts are very numerous, 
and the greater part of them are of fuch 
a nature, as to depend for their crima- 
lity or immocence, on minute circum- 
tances, or flighi fhades of teftimony, and 
often on the different manner in whieh 
the fame circumitances may affect dif- 
icrent !pectators, all equally difpofed to 
reprefent truly what they obferve, The 
moft matertai facts are alledged to have 
happened in Richmond and Philadel- 
phia. In the former of thefe places Lam 
an utter itranger, and in the latter, I 
know perfonaliy but very few individu- 
als ‘Thefe circumitances render it very 
difficult for me, to afcertain the perfons 
who witnefled the various tranfactions 
in queition, and are able, after this lapfe 
of time, to give accurate teftimony con. 
cerning them; and this difficulty is very 
increafed, by the diftance of thofe pla- 
ces from that of my refidence. I affure 
this honorable court, that from the mo 
ment when this profeeution afflumed a 
ferious appearance and a definitive form, 
at the lait felion of congréfs, I have 
turned my attention to the fubject of my 
defence, and-my aniwer, and have ex- 
erted myfelf in finding out and procur- 
ing the requifite teftimony ; but the dif- 
ficuities which I have ftated, added ta 
my ill fate of health duriog.a great part 
of the lait year, have prevented me from 
making fuch progrefs, as to afford, me 
the hope-of being able to obtain the ob- 
ject in a very thort time. . l have done 
much, but much, very much remains to 
be done, even in thofe parts of the pro- 
fecution where [ had fome notice by the 
proceedings of lait f:ffien. In thofe very 
material parts which haye originated 
during the prefenc {eflion, every thing is 
itil to be done. 

It may perhaps be thought, that al- 
thoug theie preparations might be ne- 
cefflary fur the trial, they are not fo for 
the aniwer. But fuch an opinion I truĝ 
would on examination be found errone- 
ous. 

Che anfwer, in cafes of impeachment, 
mufl difclofe the whole defence, and the 
defence muit be confined to the matters 
tated in the anfwer.—Orcherwife the 
profecutors might be furprifed at the tri- 
al, by. objections, which with previous 
notice, would be in their power to re- 
fute or explain. The accufed therefore, 
before he putsin his anfwer, ought to 
have time faflicient for making himfelf 
thoroughly malter of its defence, of the 
grounds on which it refts, and of the 
facts and evidence by which it is tə be 
fupporced. He ought to be completely 
between which 
and the anfwer no delay need to take 
place, except fuch as may be neceflary 
for convening the wiineffes. 

In fo material a part of his preparation 
for defence, as the drawing up of his an- 
fwer, it will not, I prefume, be denied 
that he sugit to have an opportunity of 
obtaining the beit profeffonal alliitance, 
which it may be in his powerto procure. 
Phis aflittance is rendered puculiarly ne- 
ceffary to me, by the very precarious itate 
of my health ; which affords me, at this 
teafon of the year particularly, but fhort 
and uncertain intervals, of fitnefs for 
mental or bodily exertion. Should my 
anf{wer be required in a fhort time, I have 
no reafon to iuppofe, that I fhall be able 
to obtain fuch aflidtance of this kind as I 
fo much need, and as probably I thall o- 
therwife have in my ower. Profeflion- 
al gentlemen, engaged cxienfively in bu- 
fisefs, are at all times too liable to inter- 
ruption, and too much occupied to de- 
vote themfeives cxclufively to an affair 
of this nature, fo as to co:nplete it with- 
ina fhort period ; and at this feafon of 
the year they are for the moft part parti- 
cularly and indifpenfably engaged. 

Thefe reafons in favour of a liberal al 
lowance of time for preparingthe anfwer 
‘derive great additional force from one 
further confideration which I hope may 
without impropriety prefentto the view 
of this honorable court. Reputation 
ought to be more dear to every man, and 
is more dear to me than the honors or 
emoluments of office. In cafes of im- 
peachment, the facts which appear, the 
explanations which.are given, the argu- 
ments which are urged, at the trial, are 
fometimes wholly omitted in the ftate- 
ments given to the public and often mif- 
reprefented, or tated too diftinGly to be 
generally underftood. Itis to the an- 


iwer that the world muf iogk, for the 


justification.of the accufed. Itis by his 
an{wer alone, that he can furuifh a clear 
cencife and authentic explanation of his 
conduct and motives fupported by fuch 


{a ftatement of his proofs, as can be ex- 


tenfively read, clearly underftood, and 
eafily remembered, He may therefore, 
claim from jaftice, and expec} from che 


high dignity and 1 refponfble charaéter of 


this honorable tribunal fuch time for pre- 
patiny chis very important document, 
as may enable him to beftow on it ail the 
care and labor which: it requires, and to 
vive itall the force of which it may be 
fufceptible. 

In ftating thefe confiderations, Mr. 
Prefident, in fuppert of my requeft for 
a Continuance of this cafe, { difclaim aii 
intention of affected delay. Feeling a 
confciou{nefs of my integrity, and a juft 
pride of character, which place me far 
above the fear of events, [am anxious 
to meet this accufation, and I rejoice in 
an opportunity of refuting it, I know 
chat my conduct, though liable toa full 
portion of human error, has at all times 
been free from intentional impropriety: 
I know that in all the inftances feiected 
as the grounds of accufation, I have dif- 
charged my official duties, with a facred 
and inviolate regard to my oath, my 
character, the laws of my country, and 
the rights of my feilow citizens. I know 
that I can prove my innocence as to ail 
the matters alledged againft me. And 
acrimonious as are the the terms in 
which many of the accufations are con- 
ceived, harfh and opprobious are the 
epithets wherewith it has been thought 
to aflail my name and character,by thof- 
who wer © puling in their nurfe’s 
arms,” whilft I was contributing with 
my utmoft aid to lay the ground work oi 
American liberty ; [yet thank my ac- 


cufers, whofe functions are members of f| 


the government of my country, Lhighly. 
refpe¢t, for having at length put their 
charges into a definitive form, fuicepti- 
bie of refutation ; and for having there 
by afforded me an opportunity ef vindi- 
cating my innocence, in the face of this 
henorabie court, of my country and of 
the world. 

But this vindication fituated as I am, 
and as this cafe is, cannot be the work 
uf afew weeks. Much time has been 
employed in prepating the accufation ; 
iefs will be required for the defence ; bur 
a ihort time will not fuite. i am far 
from prefuming to.preicribe to this ho 
norabie court, whofe fenie of juitice, and 
aHpofition to-grant every proper indul- 
pence, Í cannot doubt,’ but icmay per 
haps be not improper to fuggeft chat by 
the firit day of next feifion, the anfwer 
could be prepared and-putia; and that 
the. trial might then take place as foon 
afterwards, as the witneflés could be 
cailected. I declare that it will be im- 
poilible for me to prepare my aniwer in 
{uch time as to commence ihe-trial dur- 
ing this fetlion with any proipedt of 
bringing it to a clofe before the icilion 
wult end; and were Í fo omit that full 
aníwer which I wilh to give, it would be 
impeffivic for me, in the courfe of this 
iefiion, {only two months of which now 
remain) to afcertain all the facts neceflary 
ior my defence; to find out aad bring 
to this place, the witnefles and written 
teltimony; or to make arsangements 
revative to.that affiuitance of caunfei which 
my cafe requires, my age and infirmities 
reader eilential, and a longer time would 
enable me to procure. 

I hope, Mr. Prefident, I may be per- 
mitted to obferve, that my private and 
profiguanal reputation for probity and ha- 
nor has never been called in queftion. I 
have fuftained a high judicial character 
for above fixteen years, and during the 
larft fix, I prefided at the trial of more 
criminals than any other judge within 
the United States. During the whole 
period of time my oficiaf conduct has 
never been arraigned, cxcept oniy in the 
trials of Coopes,. Fries and Callender, 
above four years ago. For the truchof 
thefe aflertions I appéal to all who know 
me; and particularly to the two honor- 
abie fenaters from Maryland. 

In refpeét to the preient profecution I 
will make bat one remark. That I am 
impeached for giving on the trial of Cal- 
lender, feveral judictal opinions, judge 
Grifin my affociate, concurred ; my 
opinions are held to be criminal, or that 
they flowed from partiality, and an in- 
tention to opprefs Callender ; but the 
same opinions given by my ‘affociate have 
been confidered perfectly innocent. 

I have now only to folicit this honora- 
ble court to allow me until the firfi day 
of next feflion to put in my anfwer, and 
to prepare for my trial; and {i fubmit 
myfelf as tothe further proceedings 
in this cafe, to the difcretion of this ho- 
norable court, in whofe integrity, im 
partiality aud independence I repole the 
highe(t confidence. I will not for a 
moment believe that the fpirit of party 
can even enter and pollute thefe wails, 
or that popular prejudice or political mo- 
tives will be. harbored in the bofom of 
any member in this honorable body. 

On the country, I hope and expect 
that all its decifions will be governed by 
che immutable principles of juitice, and 
afacred regard to the conllitution and 
ths law of the land, which every mem- 
per of this court is bound by duty, and 
the obligation of a chriftian judge, to 
fupport and obferve.

the fact: [aft evening however, Mr.) 
John Childs of Jeflamine county, a gen- 
tileman, with whom I have been long 
acquainted, and who is well known to 
be a man of veracity, communicated a 
relation to me, which at all events, ap- 
pears to merit fcrious attention. After 
he had related it in converfation, I re 
- quefted him to repeat it, and committed 
it to writing. It has certainly fome ın- 
tecnal marks of authenticity. The caun- 
try which is defcribed was altogether 
unknown in Virginia, when the relation 
was given, and was probably very littic 
known to the Shawanefe Indians. et 
the account of tt agrees very rematkaply 
with later di{coveries.

TUESDAY MORNING, JANUARY 29, 1805. 


Without detaining you any more with 
preliminary remarks, I will proceed to 
‘he narration as I received it trom Mr. 
Childs, | 

Maurice Griffith, a native of Wales, 


which country he left when he was abour 


16: years of age, was taken a prifoner 
by a party of Shawenefe Indians, about 
forty years. ago, near Voffe’s fort, on the 
head of Roanoke river, in Virginia, and 
carried to the Shawanefe nation. Hav- 
ing ftaid there about two years and an 


halk he found that five young men of 


the tribe, had a defire of attempting to 
éxplore the fources of the Miffourt. He 
prevailed upon them to admit him as one 
ofthe party. They fet out with fix good 
rifles, and. with_&x pounds of powder 
a piece, of which they were of courfe 
very careful.» On reaching the mouth of 
the: Miffiuri they were flruck with the 
-xtraordinary appearance occafioned by 
the intermixture of the muddy waters of 
the Mifuri, and the clear, tranfparent 
ftream ofthe Mififippi. They ftaid two 
or three days amufing themfelves with 
the view of this novel fight: they then 
determined on the courfe which they 
thould purfue, which happened to be fo 
nearly in the courfe of the river, that 
they frequently came within fight of it 
as they proceeded on their junmncy. Af 

ter travelling about thirty days through 
pretty farming woed land, they came in- 
fine open prairies, on which nothing 
grewrbut long, luxuriant grafs. There 
was a fucceffion of their, varying in fize, 
fome being eight or ten miles acrufs, but 
one of them fo long, that it occupied 
three days to travel through it. In paf- 
fing through this large prairie they were 
much diftreffed for water and provifions, 
for they feldom faw either beaft or bird, 
and thcugh there was an abundance of 
of falt {prings, frefh water was very, 
fcarce. In oné of thete preiries the fait 
iprings ran into fmall_ ponds, in which 
as the weather was hot, the water had 
funk and Ieft the edges of the ponds of 
covered with fait, that they fully fuppli- 
ed themfuives’ with that article, and 
might ealily have collected buthels of it. 
As they were traveling through the prai- 
rics, they had likewile the good fortune 
to kill an animal which was nine or ten 
feet high, and of a bulk proportioned 
to its height’ They had feen two of the 
fame fpecie before, and they faw four of 
them afterwards They were {wift foot 

ed, and they had neither tutks nor horns. 
After-having pafled through the long 
prairic, they made it a rule never toen- 


teron one which they eculd not {ee | 


acrofs, till they had upplied themfeives 
with a fufliency of j-rked venifon, to 
lait feveral days. After having travelled 
a confiderable time through the prairies, 
they came to very extenfive lead mines, 
where they fmelted the ore and furnifhed 
themfelves with what lead they wanted. 
They afterwards came to two copper 
mines, one af which was three miles 
through, and in feveral places they met 
with rocks of copper ore as large as 


'houfes, 


When ahout fifteen days journey from 
the fecond copper mine, they came in 
fight of white mountains, which though 
it was in the heat of {ummer, appeared 
to them to be covered with fnow. The 
fight naturally excited confiderable afto 
nifhment, but on their approaching the 
mountains, they difcovered, that inftead 
of fnow, they were covered with im- 
mene bodies of white fand. They had,in 
the mean time paled through about ten 
nationsof Indians,from whom they receiv- 
ed very friendly treatment. It was the 
practice of the party to exercife the office 
of fpokefman in rotation ; and when the 
language‘of any nation through which 
they paffed was unknown to them, it was 
the duty of the fpokefman, a duty in 
which che others never interferred, to 
convey their meaning by appropriate 
fizns. 

The labor of travelling through the 
deep fands of the mountains, was ex- 
ceffive, but at length they relieved them- 
feives of this difficulty by following the 
courfe of a fhallowriver, the bottem of 
which being level, they made their way 
tothe top of the mountains, with toler- 
able convenience. ` | 

After pafling the mountains they en- 
tered a fine, fertile tract of land, which 
having travelled through for feveral days, 
they accidentally met with three white 
men in the Indian drefs, Griffith im- 
mediately underftood their language, as 
it was pure Welch, though they occa- 
fionally made ufe of a few words with 
which he was not acquainted. Howe- 
ver as it happened to be thé turn of ‘one 
of his Shawanefe companions to act as 
{pokefman, or interpreter; he preferved 


: þa profound filence, and never gave them 
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any intimation that-he underftood the 
language of their new companions. 
After proceeding with them four or five 


{days journey, they came to the village 


of thefe white men, where they found 
that fhe whole nation’were of the fame 
colour, having all. the European com- 
plexion The three men took them 
through their village for about the {pace 
of Sfteen miles, when they came to the 
council houfe, at which an. affembly of 
the king and chief men of the nation was 
immediately held. |The council lafted 
three days, and as the ftrangers were not 
fuppofed to be acquainted with their 
language, they were fuffered to be pre- 
fent at. their deliberations. The great 
queftion before the council was, what 
conduct fhould be. cbferved towards the 
ftrarigers—From their fire arms, their 
knives and their tomahawks, it was con- 
cluded they were a warlike people,— 
it was conceived thet they were fent to 
look out for a country-for their nation, 
thar if they were futiered to return, they 
might expect a body of powerful inva- 
ders, but that it thefe Gx men were put 
to death, nothing would be known of 
their country, and they would {till enjoy 
their poflefhons in fecurity. It was finally 
determined that they fhould be put -to 
death. Griffith then thought that it was 
time for him to fpeak.- He addrefled the 
council.in the Welch language. He 
informed them that they had not been 
fent by any nation; “that as they were 
actuated merely by private curiofity,they 
had no hoftile intentions : that it was 
their with to trace the Miffouri to its 
fource, and that they fhould return to 
their country fatisfied with the difcove- 
ries they had made, without any with to 
difturb the repole of their new acquaint- 
ances. An inftant-aftonifhment glowed 
in the countenanges not only of the 
council but of his Shawnefe compeni 

ons, who clearly faw that he was under- 
fcood by the people of the country. Full 
confidence was at once given to his. de- 
clarations: the king. advanced and gave 
fgn of putting him and his companions 
to death, and from that moment treated 
them with the atmoft friendthip. Grif- 
fifth and the Shawnefe continued eight 
months in the nation : but were deterred 
from profecuting their refearches up the 
Miffouri, by the advice of the people of 
the country, who informed them that 
they had gone a twelve months journey 
up the river but found it as large there 
as it was in their own country.. Aste 
the hiftory of this people he could learn 
nothing fatisfactory. The only account 
they could give was that their forefathers 
had come up the river from a very dif- 
tant country. They had no books, no 
records, no writings. They intermixed 
with no other people by marriage ; there 
was nota dark fkinned man in the na- 
tion. Their numbers were very confi- 
derable. There was a continued range 
of fettlements on the river for fifty miles, 
and there were, within this fpace three 
large water courfes which fell into the 
Miffouri on the banks of each of which 
likewife, they were fettled’ He fuppof- 
ed that there muft be 50,000 men in the 
nation, capable of bearing arms. ‘heir 
clothing was fkins well dreffed. Their 
houfes were made of upright pofts and 
the bark of trees. The only implements 
they had to cut them were ftone toma- 

hawks. They had no iron, their arms 
were bows and arrows. They had fome 
filver, which had been hammered with 
{tones into coarfe ornaments, but it did 
not appear to be pure. They had nei. 

ther horfes, cattle, fheep, hogs, nor any 
domeftic tame animals. - They lived by 
hunting. He faid nothing about their 
religion. 

Griffith and his companions had fome 
large iron tomahawks with them. With 
thefe they cut down a tree and prepared 
a canoe to return home in :—but their 
tomahawks were fo great a curiofity,and 
the people were fo eager to handle them, 
that their canoe was completed with 
very little labour. When this work was 
accomplifhed, they propofed to leave 
their new friends,—Griffith, however, 
having promifed to vifit them again.— 
They defcended the river with confider- 
able {peed, but amidft frequent dangers 
from the rapidity ef the current, parti- 
cularly when paling through the white 
mountains. ‘When they reached the 
Shawanefe nation, they had been abfent 
about two years and a half. Griffith 
fuppofed that when they travelled, they 
went at the rate of about fifteen miles a 
day. He ftaid but a few months with 
the Indians after their return, as a få 
vorable opportunity offered itfelf to him 
to reach his friends in Virginia, He 
came with a hunting party of Indians to 
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the head. waters of Coal river, which 
runs into New river not far above the 
‘falls There he left the Shawnaefe,and 
eafily reached the fettlements on Roa- 
noke; Mr. Childs knew him before he 
wastaken prifoner, and faw him a few 
days after his return, when he narrated 
to him the preceding circumftances.— 
Griffith was univerfully regarded as a 
fteady honeft man, and a man of.ftri& 
veracity. Mr. Childs has always placec 
the utmoft confidence in his account of 
himfelf and his travels, and has no more 
doubt of the truth of his relatior, than 
if he had feen the whole himfelf. Whe- 
ther Griffith be {till alive or nothe does 
not know. : i ot 

Whether his-idea be correct or not, we 
thal probably have a berter opportunity 
of judging on the return of captains 
Lewis and Clark—who though they may 
not penetrate as far’as Griffith alledged 
that he had done will probably, learn 
enough of the country toenable us to 
determine whether the account given by 
Griffith be fiction or truth

Phe enclofed i3 a report of the com- 
mittee on the amendment propofed by 
Maflachufetts to the conttitutien of the 
United States, laid on the table by Mr. 
Montgomery, which it is underitood was 
drafted by that gentleman, Mr. Shaaf, 
a federalt, was the chairman of the 
committee, and agreeab!y to parliamen- 
tary proceeding ought to have prefented 
the report to the Speaker ; but-as it con- 
tained so much democratic sentiment, he 
declined the honor of laying it on the 
table, and the duty then devolved on the 
fecond perfon named on the committee, 
There is little doubt but every federalitt 
in the legiflature, will on-its paflage vote 
againft the report ; but it is believed 
they willto a man vote for the refolu- 
tiene annexed fo the repert, fo that the 
rejeGion of che Maflachufetts amend- 
mendment will be unanimous in the le- 
giflature of this fate. 

A Correspondent. 
Mr. Montgomery, from the committee, 
delivered tothe Speaker the following 
report. 

The committee to whom were refer- 
red the communications of the Govern- 
or of Maffachufetts, enclofing refolu- 
tions, purporting to be che “ Doings of 
the legiflature of that comwonweaith,” 
and propofing an amendment to the con- 
ftitution of the Uuited States, Repert,— 
That they have given the fame that feri- 
ous and deliberate confideration, which 
4 meafure of fuch magnitude, contem- 
plating fuch an important innovation 
upon the principles of ‘our conttitution, 
is entitled to, and are of opinion that it 
would be unwife, dangerous and impo- 
litic, in the ftate of Maryland, to con- 
cur in the adoption of the fame. The 
ftate of Maryland, ftom the principle 
that reprefentation 1s apportioned among 
the feveral fates according to numbers, 
in the manner in the faid cnoftitution 
provided, it has its full weight of repre- 
fentation in the councils of the Union ; 
and it would be unwife to diminifh, or 
to relinquith it; neither eught it to be 
matter of clamour or complaint with any 
of the ftatesnot enjoying the compound 
ratio of reprefentation, becaufe the ftates 
which partictpate in the advantages re- 
fulting from this principle, are fubjected 
to additional taxation, as taxation is ap- 
portioned among the feveral flates ac- 
cording to reprefentation: and there is 
lefs caufe for this uneafinefs, when it 
cannot be contefted,that the ftates which 
do not partake of this benefit, have o= 
thers. to courterbalance it ; befiges the 
principle of reprefentation is fixed in the 
conftitution, being avowedly-the refult 
of a fpirit of compromife and mutual 
conceflion among the feveral ftates at the 
time of its formation and adoption, and 
there being other great, important and 
prominent features of the conftitution 
ingrafted into it, and dependant upon 
the fame conciliating, fpirit of compro-
